Big Efforts Made to Build | 
Up Powerful Combinations — 
By Major League Franchises — 


‘McGraw Compares Greatest Team He Ever . 
Managed With Others That Have 
Contributed to Baseball History. 


BY JOHN J. McGRAW. 

The five years between 1907 and 
1912, in many ways, was to my mind 
'one of the most interesting and im- 
‘portant periods in major league base- 
| ball. The American league had com- 
‘pletely established itself as a perma- 
‘nent fixture in the history of the 
game and bitterness had begun _to die 
away. Everybody realized that the 
two major leagues had proved a good 
thing for the game rather 
‘detriment.. It enabled us to establish 
‘as a permanent classic, the annual 
world’s series. 
| With this feeling came hard, con- 
istructive efforts to build up great 
iteams. Each league was on its met- 
‘tle. The publie was being given the 
| best that money and intelligence could 

‘provide. Appreciation of this was! 
| shown by an immediate growth in at- 
‘tendance all over the country. In 
other words, baseball had entered a 
‘new era. Since that time it has never 
lagged except, of course, during the 
world war, 
| <An evidence of the importance of 
this era was the development of at 
least three great ball clyabs—the Ath- 
iletics, the Giants and the Cubs. 
' ‘Ro this day those three teams are 
used as a basis for comparison iu 
‘judging the strength of pennant win- 
ners, There have been constant ar- 
guments as to the respective merits 
of those three clubs. 

As I have said before, I think my 
1905 team was the smartest of the 
clubs that I have handled. Though 
it was not so fast, it was much smart- 
er than our clubs of 1911-12- 

I have never regarded the Chicace 
club of 1906-7-S as the greatest of 
ball clubs. It had determination and
